Outcomeof a meeting of members 
of 'school boards of all districts ly- 
ing .within Antioch High School dis- 
trict * held , last night was passage 
by a narrow; margin of a resolution 
calling for continued study of the 
Unit district plan„by a committee. 
The f committee will be made up of 
one. member from each elementary 
school district and a like number of 
citizens; one from each school dis- 
trict. 

The meeting was the second 
called by the Antioch High School 
board to discuss conversion of the 
eight school districts into one under 
the Unit District laws. 

Principal' speaker at the meeting 
was H.Jb.' Jacobs, principal and ad- 
ministrator, at the Dundee- Unit 
school district, i Mr. Jacobs covered 
the development of the Unit : district 
in his district for the past seven" 
years. The Dundee Unit district 
was one of ithe first established af- 
ter passage of legislation which al- 
lowed .this type of 'organiation. '- 

Jacobs ' enumerated .the » advan- 
tages, of the; Unit district set-up as 
oppose^: tor dual boards,' '; and" -ex-'< 
plaiiiecV'that under the unit plan 
one board of education; is responsi- 
ble' for the entire educational pro- 
gram! from kindergarten through 
■high school. The Unit district makes 
for 1 efficiency Vand a more uniform 
program, he said, and, also results 
in better utilization of teachers. He 
cited the fact that the "combined 
systems had employed. 78 teachers 
in 1349, and that the system now 
employs only 133, with enrollment 
approximately, doubled. Transporta- 
tion-costs .with the new district

But the veterans in- the hospitals 
don't "inihd -the! work,' They are 
paid lor the 'poppies they make by 
the American iLegioh and' .the Aux- 
iliary. .This-is the only chance ^many 
of them have "to 'earn while bed- 
ridden, to buy \ something for their 
wives and children. 

All money raised in the distribu- 
tion of \ the Legion ;and ' Auxiliary 
poppies go*s to help these men. 
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Ar the Turn' of the Century 

Like many other newspapers, the Globe-Free 
Press of Grand Junction, Iowa, periodically reprints 
nostalgic little news items from past times. One of 
these, taken from an issue of 50 years ago, tells of a 
local store which was offering "seven pounds of good 
coffee for $1.00, prunes, 5 cents per pound, three 
one-pound cans,. pf. salmon for 25 cents, 20 pounds of 
'best sugar, $1.00.".. 

The contrast between the prices of then and now 
would be equally-startling in the case of most other 
wares — clothes, household items, ' whatever. Without 
arguing the merits' and demerits of the good old' days, 
it's obvious that .wages and taxes and other, costs 
borne by business have .risen enormously, ,<and com- 
modity prices have' inevitably followed suit. 

However, there is one thing that hasn't risen 
— that, instead, has;, gone down, way down. It is the 
profit earned by, Ujie typical merchant on each dollar 
of his sales., , Half a century ago the idea of mass 
distribution at >a,\jtow:,.unit, profit was virtually im-. 
■ known. It was .pioneered by' the chains, and" other 
kinds of retailers Successfully adopted it. Today the 
profit remaining to food chains after the, bills are paid 
is commonly in- the- neighborhood of a single cent on 
each sales dollar. - In the case of retailers in other 
fields it is only three or four cents. It is so little, 
in other words, "' that if there were no profit at all 
■the difference In the prices we pay would hardly be 
noticeable. . . x"' 

No one 'can. compute how much low-cost .mass 
distribution has saved and is saving the American 
consumer. But one thing is sure— the sum is stag- 
geringly large.

Our Job Today 

Admiral Alan G. Kirk was our Ambassador to 
the Soviet Union from 1949 to 1951. He thus saw 
what state control of industry means. ' Now he has 
something noteworthy to say about state' control as 
applied to one part'iculesly important industry — oil. 

Russia is- potentially rich in oil. Yet, Admiral 
Kirk points out,, today she produces only 8.6 per cent 
of the world's oiL There "is very Uttle gasoline left 
for 'private use after the state fills its wants — and 
what there is costs five times as much as in the 
United States, and is of poor quality.

. Why should this contrast be so great? Here is 
the Admiral's answer:,"It seems. that five-year plans 
ftre no substitute for the. incentive of competition that 



sparks our "own oil industry. Each of America's 
thousands of oil companies .tries'.. to outdo,, its rivals 
by constantly improving products, and services 
How sharp the picture of how much we all owe to 
the American freedom of competitive action! How 
clear the lesson that our job today is to keep this 
freedom strong and unfettered!"

Just Tell the Truth 

Itali'an-borh Dr. .•Massimo Saltfadorl, now a, teach- 
er of history* at' Smith College^ is a man who literally 
became famous overnight. 

, This unusual event happened when President 
Eisenhower praised In the. highest terms a lecture Dr. 
Salvador! had delivered before the Foreign Service 
Institute. The lecture offered concrete suggestions 
for combatting criticisms of the country which are fre- 
quently hoard abroad. It contained, in the President's 
words, "some of the best ideas I have seen." Immedi- 
ately thereafter Dr.' Salvadori was flooded with .re- 
quests for more lectures, articles, and television ap- 
pearances. 

Basically, Dr. Salvador's thought is that we 
should meet the criticism ; by telling £he truth. For 
example, it is commonly said — and in this r country as 
well as others— that. U, S, corporations, earn indefen- 
sibly large profits at the expense of the public at large. 
Dr. Salvadori urged dissemination of the fact that 
"many large corporations ; .. do not make more than 
one of two cents profit on each dollar's worth of goods 
sold." , 

This fact may come as news— almost unbelievable 
news^— to many good Americans. But'there are ex* 
amples of it at hand everywhere. An outstanding 
one is retailing. A net profit of around one cent on 
each dollar of sales is the common experience of fobd 
chains. The profit is only moderately higher in tibie 
case of other kinds of retailers'.. All the rest of the 
consumer's dollar goes right out again— for supplies, 
for wages, for rents, for taxes, and for other expenses.'

Not Far Enough 

Dudley F. Pegrum, a professor of economics at- 
UGLA, has something interesting to say about the 
Cabinet committee report on transportation regula- 
tion, which is primarily. based on the idea that trans- 
portation laws and' policies should be relaxed in order 
to give the carriers greater competitive freedom in 
pricing their services. , 

Professor Pegrum regards the report as sound — 
"as far as it- goes."- But he does not think it goes far 
enough. In his view, it ignores "the question of pub-; 
lie aid to highway, air and water transportation— an 
aspect of public policy which is quite as much in need 
■of objective and critical appraisal as the unequal- im- 
pact of regulation." 

The fact is that of all the commercial carriers", the 
railroads alone pay their own way in every particular. 
They must install and maintain every inch of the 
tracks they use— along with everything else involved 
in railroad operation, and pay taxes on it. Their com- 
petitors by contrast, all get subsidies of one kind or 
another, direct or indirect, in the form of roads, air- 
fields, navigational aids, and soon. - 

This matter was always important. . But it- has 
become a great deal more important in the light of , the 
enormously expensive federal road program which is 
now being considered! Every taxpayer has a stake 
in it. 



Illinois Toll Highway 
Generally on Schedule 
Quarterly Report Says 



The first quarterly report' of the 
Illinois Toll Highway Commission, 
just released, indicates that the 
project to provide 193 miles of mod- 
ern toll highways by December, 
1958,. is generally on schedule.

Adopting a PWW ' 

More than 16,000' children 
Jen a "Hew lease on life," through 
^option each year. These children 
are taken into' new homes to fill a 
definite need. Most often, either 
Se adopting couple is unable to pro- 
£ce a child, or they want to. forget 
the unhappy ^mptiness left by the 
rfpath of a child. 

At the same "time, the. Educational 
Committee of the Illinois .State 
Medical Society observes in Health 
Talk there are two other very im- 
nortant results. Security and hap- 
piness- are conferred .on the child, 
nnd a major contribution is made to 
corietv in a' well-balanced citizen, 
Sally and .physically. " These 
three purposes •are served only if 
adoption is properly planned and 
carried out. 

Care should be .exercised in the 
selection of a child for adoption, for, 
once he becomesyours, your respon- 
sibility is great, not for just a. few 
years, but for life/ The child, too, 
has special claims, aside from legal 
ones He has -the right to expect 
affection, * love' and understanding, 
which enter into proper emotional 
development. He also has the right 
to food, clothing and shelter, for his 
physical needs must be filled to in- 
sure his growing into a healthy 
adult. ' And then he has. the right 
to good schooling and' guidance,; so 
that he can take his place in a com- 
munity, not as a dependent, but as ] 
a productive, well-adjusted,, self- 
sustaining individual. 

For these reasons, the. wise couple 
should consult' a- licensed agency 
concerned- with the placement of 
children ' in homes; The -family 
physician should also be consulted. 
While it is important to- obtain 1 as 
much information on the child's 
background as possible, it must be 
remembered that- this is not : al- 
ways available, as- evidenced by the 
many "doorstep" babies that are 
daily given shelter in'agency homes. 

Once the child is brought, into 
your home, remember that he is 
yours for life. As he develops cer- 
tain bad traits may become evident. 
That is true of any child, however. 
Don't feel that ' you have been 
cheated, and blame heredity. In- 
stead, set about correcting them.' 



Hemember' that - the child is not 
static, like the adult. He is chang- 
ing, and his 'growth processes can 
be "influenced immeasurably by 
your "training and guidance. * 

Be frank with the adopted child. 
Let him know that you chose him 
in particular from among many 
other' little boys and girls, You 
wanted him. This wfll keep him 
close to you, for if some "unkind 
outsider tells him' later, his feeljng 
toward you .may alter. Children 
are sensitive. They want to be- 
long to someone and their feeling 
of possession is strong toward "my 
mommy" and "my daddy." 

.Don't expect thanks from the 
adopted child: , You wouldn't get 
■them from a chM of your own. A 
child does, not know how to weigh 
values and. he takes his parents and 
home for granted. -AnH that is the 
way it should be, for it is this com- 
plete dependence that makes chit- 
hood. and early adolescence a happy 
period in the parent's life. 

If you plan to adopt a child, talk 
it over with your family physician. 
Let him direct you to licensed 
agencies; State your reasons why 
you 'Want to adopt a child. Be sure 



your reasons are unselfish' arid that 
your character is strong, enough. to 
forget that the baby is not of your 
own flesh and blood. 

Children give great happiness : and 
a Home is often, cold without them. 
Once you havo adopted a child, give 
him the best material and emotional 
satisfaction from the store of love 
in your heart. This' will help yiu 
and your child to a new happiness in 
life.

have gone down also with the new 
District plan, and education of sev- 
enth and eighth graders has been 
broadened by addition- of home eco- 
nomics and shop classes not possi- 
ble under the Dual system. 
N. E. Hutson, legal adviser to 
t the State Superintendent of schools, 
was present at the meeting to speak 
on the legal aspects of the proposed 
conversion. After explaining the 
mechanics of the change Hutson re- 
marked briefly on the advantages 
of the Unit district; "Don't expect 
- to save money," he said, and added 
that in some cases costs have re- 
mained about the same, but that 
these -are in the s minority. 

Educational advantages to be de- 
rlvedJVnore than balance the in- 
creased costs, according to Hutson, 
who also noted that state aid to 
schools is greater in the case of the 
Unit district, and that the legislat- 
■ t>rs seem to favor this type of or- 
ganization. About 70 per cent of 
the area of Illinois is under the Unit 
type of school organization. 

After Mr. Hutsoh's talk it was 
noted that the bonding power of a 
Unit district is limited to 5 per cent' 
of the assessed valuation of the en- 
tire district, while each unit of a 
Dual set-up is allowed 5 per cent. 
According to figures compiled for 
the meeting, -a' unit district, if set 
up here, would be bonded almost to 
the limit the day it went in business, 
and since some building is necessary 
at once, it was thought that con- 
version to a unit district would 
make it impossible to provide suf- 
ficient buildings to house the rapid- 
ly increasing school population of 
'the district. 

No solution to this difficulty was 
presented, but Mr. Hutson noted 
that it was possible that the laws 
would be changed to alow in- 
creased bonding power for the Unit 
districts. 

Members chosen by the individual 
boards are to report to the high 
school within one month for organi- 
zation of the study committee.*

Bourbonnais Elementary . School 
District , No. . 53 in Kankakee county 
has been cited .by the Taxpayers 
Federation of Illinois as a jfine ex- 
ample of how community . cooper- 
ation and careful planning on the 
part of school officials and boards of 
education can provide necessary 
school buildings without undue bur- 
den on the taxpayers.

New York— Americans are speed- 
ing toward the highest traffic acci- 
dent, injury and fatality experience 
in the nation's history, Thomas N. 
Boate, manager 'of "^ the- Accident 
Prevention JDepartment Of the'Asso- 
ciation of Casualfr and Surety com- 
. panics, decares^C&oatt^steppcd-up. 
traffic law enforcement measures, 
Che warned, are imperative for the 
protection of motorists and pedes- 
trians alike. 

"Lost year," Mr. Boate said, "the 
nation suffered 38,300- traffic deaths, 
2,158,000 injuries and 9,000,000 ac- 
cidents. During the first quarter of 
this year, we. were 10 per cent ahead 
of figures for the same period last 
year. If this. rate continues, we will 
end 1956 with 42,130 deaths, 2,373,- 
500 injur ies and 10,000,000 accidents 
on our highways. 

"Usually, at this time of the year, 
we are making plans to attempt to 
control the rash of accidents that 
invariably^ occur over the Memorial 
Day and Independence Day holi- 
days. But if the present, rate of in- 
crease continues,' such efforts may 
be purely academic. The rate for 
any one day* will; be so high that 
these two holidays, which -fall on 
Wednesday Mhls<-year, fc thayy.,woll be 
•lost in the shuffle.'.. 

t "We >are [being, told that in terms' 
, of miles 'driven ^r^eiq^}i re to, ac- 
cidents,' we are killing' fewer people 
than ever before. At the most, all 
that this proves is that people can 
drive a few more miles before they 
have an accident. : It doesn't alter 
the fact that 26,000 accidents occur 
each day, and that each year .almost 
one out of every. 4;00Q Americans 
dies on the .highway. [ 

"Last year 2,000,000 pleasure trips 
ended in highway disaster, and. to 
me it is no consolation to know that 
although I'm marked for death, I 
have the dubious privilege of dri- 
ing a few more miles before I am 
brought to on unnecessary and ter- 
rible end of life's journey. 

"We know that 80 per cent of all 
accidents result from driver - errors. 
Last year, for instance, the leading 
causes of highway death were ex- 
ceeding the speed limit, driving on 
the wrong side of the 1 road, failing 




to yield the right-of-way, driving 
off the roadway and just plain reck- 
less driving. 

"Obviously, the ideal- way to stop 
traffic accidents is for eyery driver 
to recognize his obligation' to drive 
cautiously and alertly and to obey 
our traffic laws. Experience proves, 
however, that this is not likely to 
happen yet. So,- to protect motor- 
ists from themselves, as' well as 
from chronic violators, government 
needs to heed the request of the Na- 
tional Conference of State Safety 
Coordinators, administrator of the 
summer-long 'Slow Down and Live' 
program, the nation's major acci- 
dent reduction program. This 
group has called on all state gover- 
nors to step up state enforcement 
activities and to urge^mayors to do 
the same on-local levels,' 

"State and city governments 
should make every effort to enfprce 
the laws that are designed to pre;- 
vent'motorists from driving danger- 
ously fast, from hogging the high- 
way, from driving while intoxi- 
cated and from driving recklessly 
and arrogantly. Every driver who, 
through reckless disregard of safely 
regulations, demonstrates himself 
to be incompetent, should be re- 
moved 'from the highway. Unfor- 
tunately, no other method offers the 
slightest hope that a great many of 
us will survive to see that happy 
time when the motorists, themselves 
will understand that lawful driving 
is just common-sense application of 
the, natural law of survival. 

"A few states have recognized the 
gravity of our highway epidemic 
and have taken effective enforce- 



ment measures. In one or two 
states, during especially bad periods 
— usually holidays, the governor has 
supplemented his available enforce- 
ment personnel with members of 
the national guard.

When you're cuttin' trees, it sure 
pays to follow the rules of safety. 
Course, everybody knows a feller 
ought to be careful so's he won't 
endanger himself or others to fall* 
in' trees or rollin' logs. I've always 
thought, too, that It's best not to cut 
trees during a strong wind—cause 
wind can make a tree fall where 
you don't want it to. And I always 
clear the brush away from a tree, 
so I'll, have plenty of room for my 
saw and ax, and for a quick get* 
away if I need it. ' 

* * * 

.Another thing, a woodsman hits to 
be 'specially careful about is a tree 
whose center has rotted away, leaving 
only a green sap shell supporting the 
tree. This can be mighty dangerous. 
You might have to do some chopping 
on each side of the back -and in that 
case, it's best to chop just back of the 
undercut if sawin' appears to be dan- 
gerous. 'Cause, if the .'tree lean* for- 
t-ward kind of heavy, it could pull over 
prematurely, taking the roots, saw and 
even the lumberman along with ic. 
So—cut the extreme back part last— 
don't leave the 'saw jesting on the . 
stump when the tree starts to fall— and - 
be careful! '

) «, Needless to say, the distance you 
can see ahead is greatly reduced at 
night. Therefore, you should, re- 
duce your speed to such an extent 
that you will be able to stop in 
the visibly clear distance ahead. It 
Is doubtful that your range of visi- 
bility Is enough to identify the dis- 
tance and nature of objects within 
the few seconds of time, in which 
your vehicle can travel several hun- 
dred feet if you are driving at a 
speed greater than 45 miles- per 
hour. Do not overdrive your lights. 

Illinois law states that motorists 
must dim their headlights when ap- 
proaching another vehicle proceed- 
ing in -an .opposite direction- at 
night. According to the law, lights 
should bo dimmed when within not 
less than 350' feet of the -approach-, 
ing vehicle. (Section 111, Uniform 
Act Regulating • Traffic.)
